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It  is  five  years  since  Peter  Goldmark  invented  the  microgroove  process  which,  together 
with  a  turntable  speed  of  thirty-three  and  a  third  revolutions  per  minute,  produced  the 
long-playing  record.  And  because  of  it  there  is  a  festive  air  in  record -collecting  circles. 
Were  there  nothing  else  involved,  one  might  find  cause  for  rejoicing  in  a  discovery  which, 
although  born  of  science,  is  at  once  a  source  of  endless  delight  in  itself,  a  topic  of  inter- 
national conversation  which  does  not  destine  one  for  a  loyalty  check,  and  a  phenomenon 
which  both  the  inventor  and  the  ultimate  "consumer"  are  yet  among  the  living  to  enjoy. 

Much  is  being  written  to  summarize  the  first  five  years  of  LP  history,  but  two  points 
seem  to  be  consistently  overlooked.  The  first  of  these  may  well  confound  the  trained 
observer  of  economic  trends.  Thanks  to  the  collateral  development  of  tape-recording  and 
the  replacement  of  shellac  by  vinylite,  the  long-playing  record  not  only  permits  the 
listener  to  hear  many  compositions  without  interruption  (an  undreamed-of  luxury  ten 
years  ago)  but  he  also  hears  the  music  with  the  annoyance  of  surface  noise  almost  totally 
absent.  For  either  one  of  these  improvements,  most  record-buyers  would  gladly  have  paid 
an  additional  charge.  Instead,  LP's  have  been  significantly  lower-priced  than  their 
predecessors. 

The  other  point  referred  to  arises  from  the  fact  that  records  and  books  are  now  more 
or  less  comparable  in  price.  This  means  that  the  collector  can  afford  to  add  Schoenberg  or 
Varese  to  his  library  for  occasional  savoring,  just  as  he  may  decide  to  encourage  a  slowly- 
ripening  friendship  with  some  of  the  less-assimilable  writers  of  prose  by  having  a  few 
of  their  works  on  hand.

THE  ORGAN:  For  the  followers  of  "The  Organ"  Series,  we  make  a  cross-reference  to  the  Mon- 
day evening  Young  Artists  Recitals,  on  which  Maurice  John  Forshaw  will  play  two  programs, 
using  the  instrument  in  the  Memorial  Church  at  Stanford  University.  The  Tuesday  evening 
period,  usually  reserved  for  "The  Organ,"  will  be  devoted  to  the  music  of  John  Dowland.  Fred 
Highland  will  arrange  two  programs  on  this  composer.
